Portions cited by applicant do not clearly set forth a definition for the term "generic output" as required. Claimed terms are presumed to 
have the ordinary and customary meanings attributed to them by those of ordinary skill in the art. Sunrace Roots Enter. Co. v. SRAM 
Corp., 336 F.3d 1298, 1302, 67 USPQ2d 1438, 1441 (Fed. Cir. 2003); Brookhill-Wilk 1, LLC v. Intuitive Surgical, Inc., 334 R3d 1294, 
1298, 67 USPQ2d 1132, 1136 (Fed. Cir. 2003). 

An applicant is entitled to be his or her own lexicographer (e.g. the use of a so call "modifier", namely, "generic", as argued) and 
may rebut the presumption that claim terms are to be given their ordinary and customary meaning by clearly setting forth a definition of 
the term that is different from its ordinary and customary meaning. See In re Paulsen, 30 F.3d 1475, 1480, 31 USPQ2d 1671, 1674 (Fed. 
Cir. 1994) >and Vitronics Corp. v. Conceptronic Inc., 90 F.3d 1576, 1582, 39 USPQ2d 1573, 1576 (Fed. Cir. 1996). An inventor may 
define specific terms used to describe invention, but must do so "with reasonable clarity, deliberateness, and precision" and, if done, 
must "set out his uncommon definition in some manner within the patent disclosure' so as to give one of 

However, in absence of an express intent to impart a 
novel meaning to the claim terms, the words are presumed to take on the ordinary and customary meanings attributed to them by those 
of ordinary skill in the art (see MPEP 2106). 

In this case, the claim term "generic output" has been applied the broadest reasonable interpretation inlight of the specification, 
and thereby will be interpreted as an output.
